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We have never had an opportunity of studying 
a history of Protestant missions written by a 
Catholic author. But unhappily Protestant li- 
terature is abundantly supplied with works which 
profess to represent the doings of Catholic mis- 
sionaries, but which we have reason to believe 
are no better than gross caricatures. Perhaps wé 
should have the same remark to make upon those 
books which, as we said, have never come under 
our notice. Indeed we have before us a cri- 
tique on a history of Christian missions by a Fa- 
ther Marshall, in which the reviewer describes 
the author as ‘“scenting out avy descredituble 
“gossip that exists in mission literature, and 
“ serving out the carrion as the natural result of 
“« Protestuntism.” The historians of each sect 
of course carefully commeniorate everything that 
redounds to the glory or credit of those whom in 
a sense they represent. Judging by the accounts 
of these partial biographers, and neglecting the 
representations of euch class drawn by the other, 
we should be led to conclude that Christion mis- 
sionaries form a company of shining ones like 
those who encountered Bunyan’s hero in the land 
of Beulah. The truth lies no doubt between the 
two extremes, and missionaries are men whose 
zeal is not always tempered by discretion, and 
whose enthusiasm is not always proof against 
dyspepsia, We cannot get a Protestant mis- 
sionary to acknowledge that the modern work 
‘of evangelisation in the East commenced with 
Xavier and Ricci, Loyola and Nobili. He 
sees nothing save the priest of a degrading su- 
perstition in Xavier as he sat by the bedside of 
plague-striken fishermen at Comorin, or found 
his crown of martyrdom at Sancian. He repre- 
hends Nobili for adapting his conceptions of 
Chri-tiunity to the existing customs and ides 
in India, as thou tory of his own sect 
in Germany and and did not furnish many 
notable examples of Adiaphorists, such, for in- 
stance, as Melancthon, who yet could not be ex- 
cluded from the Protestant muster-roll without 
very serions loss. Let us, however, make an 
honourable exception in favour of Dr. Milne, 
who, in defiance of the how! which his orthodox 
readers were sure to raise, boldly announced his 
opinion that the learning, the personal virtues 
and ardent zeal of some of the early Catholic 
missionaries to China could be equalled by few, 
and perhaps rarely exceeded by any, and that 
it is beyond doubt that by their labours many 
were saved from idolatry. We do not fall out 
with the praises lavished on Protestsnt mission- 
aries. We yield to none in one admiration for 
Martyn, Braiuerd and Williams. We willing- 
ly allow that courage, devotion and piety were 
never more unequivocally manifested than in 
some of the actions of these distin;uished men. 
But we protest against such writers as Mr. Venn 
treating the Koman missionary as though he 
were a Bonze, and Catholic converts as though 
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had songht md found a deeper bell than 
occupied before. This is unchristian and 
therefore ungentlemanly, There is « boldness 
born of unfathomable ignorance that is much 
bolder than the boldness which springs from in- 
timate knowledge. To that alone can you at- 
tribute the persistence wherewith Protestant 
writers ignore the influence, nay the very ex- 
istence of their Roman Catholic rivals. It atrikos 
us with something akin to dismay to learn that 
Christianity was introduced into China by Dr. 
Morrison in the sime sense that the potato was 
introduced into Ireland by Sir Walter Raleigh. 
We may smile at the arrogance of honest old

under the word “ Jesuites” in the index to his 





Piljimage, enumerates “ /esuites impudence; 
Babels bablers ; deuisers of lies; mirucle-mon- 
yes; brays of coniersions false ; bloudie hands;

larges on all these sug.estive topics in the text. 
But in modern authors any such violent traves- 
ties of the truth are inexcusable. The Catholic 
side of the story is to the full as laughter-excit- 
ing as the Protestant. Mendoza chronicles 
miracles without «nd which attested the Di- 
vine favour extended to the Spanish friars who 
entered China in 1577; and Bartoli less ex- 
plicitly refers to the signs and wonders which 
attended the labours of the early Jesuits. 
Without doubt the most important agents for 
good or for ill that foreign intercourse has in- 
troduced into China sre the missionaries of 
the various denominations, Tence a dispa- 
i e necount of their labour and trials, of 
ir difficulties and how they overcame them, 
would be of the very 
so long as history and biography are made the 
‘handmaidens of sectarian bigotry we can expect 
nothing from the one or the other.

‘By Mr. Groom :—I have a notein my diary that the 
contract was made on the 4th January. I have no 
recollection of any time being tixed for the completion 
of the work. I have frequently gone with yon to the 
stables on days when the men could have worked and 
found no one there. You have frequently spoken to 
me about the slow way in which the work was goin; 
on. 1 think it could have been completed mucl 
sooner if the contractor had liked. Mr. Mowat who 
was living with Mr, Hannen told me he could not 
come to the house until the stables were completed. 
You borrowed Mr. Johnson's stables so that he could 
goin. [think Mr. Meller was living in the house 
when the stables were commenced. 1 know Mr. Meller 
was very anxious about the stables. At the time that 
the contractor was working at the stables, he was 
building anther Louse within a short distance. 

"By Mr, Eames :—Mr. Mowat was using Mr. Jobn- 
aon's stables for a month. ‘The house was occupied on 
15th March, but the stables were not finished until 
2nd of April I considered there wasn month's rent lost 
by the non completion of the stables. I think Mr. 
Hannen did speak about the dampness on the 1 
February. Mr. Mowat would not go into the house 
because liu could not get the stables. 

F. A. Groom, sworn, stated :—Mr, Kidner, to my 
knowledge, make the contract on the 4th January.

The only 
loss therefore he could sustain would be the two 
months at Tls 25. The plaintiff of course cannot be made 
answerable for Mr Groom's liberality to Mr Meller. 
The question therefore is the actual rent that bas 
been lost, and which by Mr. Kidner’s and defend- 
ants own statements resolves itself into 30 on Mr 
Nannen’s house and Tls, 50 m. Mr Meliler’s.

People were probably not very particular at 
present as they had lately been uble to dictate 
their own terms owing to the abundance of

on it the greatest credit and showed the spirit by 
which merchints here ave actuated. It had 
inade us scquainted with a provinee—he had 
almost sid a nation—of great extent and re- 
markatle wealth—a country equal in natural 
resourees to any in Europe. The gentlemen 
who had with so much energy and zeal con- 
ducted the expedition deserved the ‘warmest 
thanks of the yer and of the whole mer- 
cantile community, and he was sure the meet- 
ing would join him in the expression of that 
He could have d that 
distributed more,widely the 
valuable report which had been prepared by 
these gentlemen. ‘The home press had represent- 
ed ns as wishing to promote a display of force 
and a policy of coercion in our dealings with 
this eoantry, but he thought that such a report 
us that. of Messrs Michie and Francis shuwed 
that we only wished to extend commerci:l in- 
tercourse and desired ta advocate x progress 
ich would be beneficial alike to foreigners and 
natives, We wish our respective governments 
to obtain treaties similar to that which the late 
Mr. Cobden negotiated with France. We want 
astrenuions advocacy of our rights, and we de- 
precate the half hearted support which invites 
diflicultics and leads to failure. He thought, 
however, that there had been some shortcomings 
on on: part; he would not charge them all to the 
Committee, as he considered that the members 
of the Chanber and the community generally 
were to blame. Ile thonght we w called ou 
to eviticize more carefully than hitherto the do- 
ings of our Ministers at Peking aud the policy 
h is there puisted.

He (the Chair- 
inats) feared that if they were expented to do 100 
much, there would be a difficulty in gettin, 
members to act, The members had their own 
private business to attend to, and those of the 
pres ‘nt Committee hid found the work of the 
Chamber sometimes interfere with theirs they 
had, however, done their best, and he might be 
allowed to express a doubt as to whether the 
new Committer would he able to de more. He 
thought they had carried ont, as far as the 
occasion required, the objects of the Chamber. 
It was of course always competent, to call a 
special meeting of the Chamber when any event 
transpired which required the consideration of 
the Chamber.

‘The Ciriirstan then stated the next business 
to be the proposition to devote the sum of Tis. 
500 towards the aid of Baron Richthofen’s 
proposed geological survey of Uhiua. ‘The sum 
of ‘Ms. 5,000 had been subscribed privately, and 
it was considered that with the addition of ‘ls, 
500 frem this Chamber and Ts. 500 which they 
intended to invite the Hongkong Chamber to 
contribute would be sufficient to carry out the 
work. We have ut present too little knowledge 
of the interior of the country, and the intended 
survey was a work which he thought the Cham- 
ber ought to aid.

Mr. Beet make a tew remarks in support of 
the proposition, obverv.ng that if the amount 
subscribed proved to be too much it could be 
returned or devoted to some other purpose. 

Me. E. J. Hooo opposed the motion. He 
considered that it was beyond the province of 
the Chamber asa commercial body. We ail 
know that China is full of mineral wealth, by 
which people would no doubt benefit in future, 
but he thought the funds of the Chamber should 
be devoted to the more useful object of trying 
to lay before the public at home correct views of 
our position in this country. There is already 
a balance in hand, and if increased might be use- 
fally expended in udding to the influence of the 
Chamber. 

Mr. Cuxatyquas considered that there was a 
great deal of truth in Mr. Houg’s rewarks, but 
the Chamber had gained its influence by the in- 
formation which it has acquired. Baron Rich- 
thofen is 1 man of great attainments, and can 
give the Chamber commercial as well as scienti- 
fic information. We onght to show that we at- 
tach importance to such information. 

~Mr. Purpos asked if the Baron is here to pur- 
sue his own business. 

Mr. Cunstvomast replied that his object is 
to further the cause of science. 

Mr Purvo pointed out that there had been 
even some hesitation among members to sub- 
scribe the moderate amount necessary for the 
Yangtsze expedition, which he ¢msidered more 
worthy the Chamber's assistance. than a Geolo- 
gical examination, as the latter, althongh no 
donbt desirable in the interests of science, would 
not be of so immediate good to trade in Shang. 
hai as expeditions such as that to the upper 
Yangtsze. 

Mr. Cusninottaa said that a great deal would 
be gained from the explorations of Baron Rich- 
thofen, who had promised to give the Chamber 
the benefit of his previous researches. He had 
expended from his own private resources a great 
deal of money already, and found that it would 
be beyond his means to complete the work. 

Mr. Hoao thought that his researches would 
be of muck value, but that it was not within the 
scope of the olijects for which the Chamber was 
instituted, to vid them. 

The Cirarascay observed that the amount pro- 
posed to be devoted to the purpose was not much 
over the balance remaining on the Yang!sze 
expedition fund. 

Mr. Gnoost agreed with Mr. Hogg as to the 
importance of making the position of the Cham- 
ber known in England, but thought that such 
could not be done better than by helping the 
ouuse of science. 

Mr. Dixwett said that as it seems likely 
that we are to have coal mines opened it would 
be useful to learn from a scientific man some- 
thing about the geoloyy of the country. 

The resclution was then put to the meeting 
and curried, with nine dissenting votes. 

‘The Ciratusan suid that the next business 
would be the consideration of the resolution on 
the new treaty. which had becn advertised that 
morning. Some membrs of the Committee hud 
wn interview with Sir Rutherford’ Alcock on 
the sthject, His Excellency had infornied thera 
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through Mr, Medhurst in reply their request for 
information aa to the terms of the new treaty 
that ulthongh he could not give official informa- 
tion he would be glad to explain it privately to a 
deputation from the Chamber or to any merch- 
ant who might visit him. H, E. had then in- 
formed them that the summary which appeared 
in the Haily News might be taken as convey- 
ing a general idea of the terms of the--conven- 
tion, ‘There was a difference of opinion among 
the members of the Committee as to advantages 
of the new treaty, and it was considered that an 
expression of opinion would come better from 
the general body of members. 

Mr. ¥. B. Joussoy said that for two years the 
Chamber had been considering the subject of the 
revised treaty, and he could not see how it could 
escipe an expression of opinion now that 
something was known of what had been agreed 
on by the Government. Three views were ta- 
ken of the new treaty; one was that it isin ad- 
vance of what we have at present, the second is 
that it is nltogether a sham, aud that it will only 
result in our paying an alditional tax of 2} per 
cent; the third opinion takes a middle course, 
and thinks that, while itis not what could be 
desired, some good will result from it. This 
third opinion the speaker shared. ‘Che Chinese 
have sent an embassy to western countries, and 
althongh it is evident that they have not done 
so from any desire to promote progress, the 
members of that embassy must have told them 
that they will have to concede something, or 
appear to concede something unless they wished 
to plice themselves in opposition to public opi- 
nion of which they were for the first time 
feeling the powerful influence. Perhaps it 
would be better if the commutation of the 
trunsit daes was left optional unless we have so- 
ine seeurity that the 24 per cent will not be 
merely an additional tax. He thought some 
yuarantee should be given that the agree- 
ment will be carried out. However, as it 
stool the stipulation in the new treaty is a 
decide advance on the old one as interproted 
by the Chinese and foreign governments, there 
is no ambiguity xbout it, Sir Rutherford 
Alvock had said that it would remain with the 
merchants and Chinese dealers to be vigilant, 
and weeanunly hope that the home govern- 
ments will hold the Chinese to their stipulations. 
Itis however a matter of doubt how our trade 
with the provinces of Honan, Hunan, and Shan- 
sw will be affected, these three important pro- 
vinces having no treaty ports, and he thought 
this should he put before forsign govern- 
ments in the address which was proposed. Mr. 
Jobuson then made a few remarks on articles 4 
to 1] of the proposed new treaty, and which re- 
gard (o article 12 which agreed to raiso the duty 
on opium he expressed his opinion that it 
would have an injurious effect. Some might 
object to the opium trade altegether, but he 
thonght that the effect of the additional duty 
would be to encourage the growth of the 
uutive drag, and by rendering it cheaper 
promote the hubit of smoking. lt would do 
no good to the revenue of China and would 
ruin that of India. 

Mr. Purvos asked how the resolution was to 
be discussed. He consideyed that it would be 
better to take it clause by clause. 























Mr. Micwig was very bappy to second the 
resolution. He axreed with Mr. Johnson that* 
the provision in regard to ‘Transit dnes, was the 
important feature in the new treaty, and offered 
a bett-r prospect of a solution of the vexed ques- 
‘ion, than any previons agreement. But all 
hung on the question—would the agreement be 
put in force? ‘The new ‘Treaty proceeded on the 
assumption that the Chinese Government had 
the power as well as the inclination to control 
heir provincial subordinates in the matter of 
inland taxation. ‘This was contrary to the re- 
ceived opinion; but if it were true that the Im- 
perial Government could do so now, they could 
equally have done so before. Thus there. was 
no reason why so many old claims for refund of 
illegal exactions should remain unsettled. There 
was for example, the Nanziny duties of very 
old standing, about which there was no dispute. 
‘Why had these not been repaid? As the Chi- 
nese now asked us to trust to their honour, the 
least they could do was to show their sincerity 
by sitisfying existing claims. To agree to pay 
an additional 24 per cent import duty, while 
claims outstandmy remained unpaid, seemed like 
throwing ood money after bad. He thought, 
in addressing H. M. Government, they should 
add an expression of opiuion that, unless meas- © 
ures .were taken to enforce fulfilment ‘of 
its provisions, the treaty had better not be 
signed. 

Mr. Cuxsincuast thought that each clause 
had better be cousidered separately. ~ 

Mr. Hose proposed an adjournment, so that 
members might have time to bring forward their 
views. 

Mr. Cux Has then read the following from 
a despatch which had Jately been received from 
Sir Rutherford Alcock :-— 

“I think.the Committee will see that if the pro- 
posal to which the Taung-li-Yaman are pre ared to 
accede after rejecting the others, be put aside, there 
will probably be no other alternative than to leave 
the whole question of improvement untouched ; their 
own scheme having been cousidered, aud declared 
both objectionable in principle and impracticable. 

“It is considered objectionable in principle because 
one province would thus monopolize what might 
with good justice be claimed rateably by several, and 
thns perpetuate whatever is inequitable in the present 
arrangement with additional difficulties. Lmpractic- 
aly as regards any proportional sharing of the proceeds, 
and altogether founded on a wrong assumption that 
the whole of the ‘Transit and other duties collected by 
the Maritime Customs at the ports are remitted to 
Peking iu diminution of the resources of the province. 
Such is not the fact. ‘The only amount remitted to 
Peking is the 4-10ths of the Maritime duties set aside 
to repay the indemnities. and 3-10th of the transit 
dues, ‘The remainder all goes towards the several pro- 
vincial treasuries in which the ports are placed, for 
the expenses of the province. The Chinese govern- 
ment may very probably object therefore to any change 
which should give all to the provinces.” 


Mr. Groom remarked that the general body 
of the members had had no notice of what took 
place at the interview of the members of the 
Committee with His Excellency. If the addi- 
tional 4 per cent is to yo to Peking how. is it 
possible thas squeezes are to be done away with? 
Unless means are taken to enforce the treaty 
we may be sure that squeezes will cont.nue and, 
if not put on the goods, they will be put on. 
the bongs or the boats. ‘here are many ways 
in which it can be done He thought it im- 
portant’ that we should be made acquainted,

with the means by which it is proposed to carry 
out-the treaty. 

The CrarrMay-said that the interview with 
Sir Rutherford Alcock was of a private nature, 
and his communication was «ade confident ally. 

Mr. Porpon wished t» know on whal. they 
were to express an opinion if the communica- 
tion was of so confidential a nature that it could 
not be explained to the members. of the Cham- 
ber. 

Mr. Rosertson thought that there was 2 
misunderstanding; the fir-t.report given to the 
Daily News was al o made privately, but there 
was no objection to communicating to the pa- 
pers what hind been said. 

Mr, Micnte understood that Sir Ru- 
therford Alcock could not give. an official 
copy only because it had not yet been formally 
ratified by the Government. 

Mr. Mirsom read an extract from Mr. Fitz 
Roy's report on the trade of Shanghai for 1866, 
showing that in that year 355 transit passes 
were taken out, and stated that now the silk 
hongs xt Nanzing, Hoochow, &c,, have t» pay a 
tax on the business done at the rate of $26 per 
bale on raw silk und $36 per bale on thrown 
and re-reeled silk, The benefit accruing from 
transit passes is thus completely lost, for the 
selling hong hus to pay the above tax whether 
it sell to a Chinaman or to a foreigner; and he 
found that, from 355 passes issued in 1866, the 
demand for these documents has fallen to 68 in 
1868. Taxes in transitn being done away with, 
the Shanghai Custom Honse immediately impos- 

‘ed the ordinary transit duty of Tis. 5 per bale, 
and now, silk, before it reaches the foreign 
buyers, pays per picul; up-country, say $30 per 
bale, equal Tis. 27.50, transit duty Tis. 5.00, 
export duty Tis. 10.00, making a total of Tis. 
42.50, or 183 % more than the duty, and half 
duty fixed by the treaty. Other members of 
the Chamber would no deubt be able to state 
siinilar facts concerning the other articles of 
import and export. The Chinese Government 
thus eludes the actual fulfilment of treaty stipu- 
latious by taxing the trade instead of the article 
of trade which our ministers are trying to pro- 
tect. 

Mr. F. B. Jounsow stated that this was not the 
first time the matter had been pointed out; some 
years ugo the squeezes in transit were remitted 
‘but a tax was put upon the hongs which dealt 
in silk, He bad at the late interview brought 
the matter before Sir Rutherford aud he under- 
stood H. E. to say that ifso it was a decided 
breach of the treaty and only required to be 
clearly proved. The subject ought to be brought 
prominently before H. M. Government us 2 
proof how difficult it was to keep the Chinese 
to their engagements, 

Mr. CoxsincHix thought that as the re- 
solution only considered the questions generally 
it would be of no use going into details. 

‘The resolutions were then put to the meeting 
in separate clauses, proposed by Mr. F. B.JonN- 
sos and seconded by Mr. Micnte:

Qn complaint being made, tho 
Viceroy protested that no intentional discourtesy had 
won shown in the delay, and, ou Sir Rutherford’s 
return to his vessel, the presents were sent, with the 
accustomed formalities. ‘These however Sir Ruther- 
ford declined to accept until an official of due rink 
sbould have been sent to express regret for the appa- 
rent discourtesy. Late at night this official made his 
appearance, and Sir Rutherford then refused to re- 
ceive him, It is to be hoped that this timely assertion 
of the dignity of a foreign minister will not be lost on 
the arrogant aud complacent Governor.

We hope the matter will be settled 
in time to enable the works to proceed while the 
weather is favourable, as there can be uo. doubt that 
he road will be a great boon to the settlement.

a -CONSULS. 
(Japan Times:) 

In our Overland Summary of Octr. 28th we referred. 
very briefly to the agreement made between the’ Aus- 
trian and Japanese Governments in their recent Treaty, 
in respect atthe Consular duties and formalities entail- 
ed: by the new commercial relationship which has 
sprung up between the two nations, At the ‘request 
a the Japanese Minister for Foreign Affairs, the Aus- 
trian Commissioner agreed not to appoint mercantile 
Agents or Merchant-Consuls, and showed that he had- 
even anticipated the request by an arrangement with 
Lord Clarendon, before the departure of the expedi- 
tion, in virtue of which the British Government agre- 
ed to transact by officers of the British Consulate, the 
Austrian Consular business, until such time as the 
Austrian Consuls should arrive at their posts, or the 
trade at any given port was sufficient to support an 
establishment of their own. 

It may perhaps cause a little surprise that the Pras- 
siaus, a people of acoguate race and the same language, 
were not asked for their assistance in the matte 
especially as agreements exist between the two natiut 
applicable to these or similar circumstances. The e: 

jlanation lies in the-fact that at most of the ports the 

Prussiaus have delegated their consular powers to mer- 
chauts, and therefore, ex hypothesi, the Austrians 
could not accept the offer of their services. 

And no one can doubt that the two Governments 
have acted wisoly. In a country: like this, where two: 
different and almost antagonistic sets of ideas aro. 
brought into iimmediate contact, and where uew and 
complicated relations have sprang into sudden. exi 
tence, it is in the highest degree important that they” 
should be analyzed and provided for by men whoso: 
advice and decision upon thom are. independent of: 
their private ioterests. It is not here ax in Europo, 
where the relations of nations, of currency, and of 
trade are perfectly well known and easily adjusted, 
where a doubt ou the part of s subordinate officer can’ 
be solved in an hour by a telegraphic message from h 
Minister, or a knavery on either side can be appealed 
against and exposed in a week. We are dealing here 
with anation averse to our presence, ignorant of our 
custoins, ignorant of the great principles of trade, and. 
naturally suspicious of advice given by those. engaged 
in it. It is quite enough that we nave the difficulties 
to overcome which are presented by thy relations of 
the two nations in their simplest form—it is folly to 
complicate them further, by the introduetion of an, 
element so powerful as that of self interest, and to 
allow such little dry light as we oan expect tu get into 
the Japanese raind to be broken in its passage by 3 

It is to be 
feared that Consals and Consuls-General have, on too < 
Many occasions, wnade the inforination which they. 
iued in their official capacity the means of reaping

‘We must not, however, be misunderstood in this 
matter. We do not intend for a moment to assert 
that a paid Consul is necessarily a gentleman, a man 
of honour, and a good magistrate; or that a merchant- 
Consul is ‘necessarily, or even generally, the reverse of 
this. Wehave known Consulates presided over by 
paid officials in which brigandae of every conceivable 
nature was practised with refined ingenuity, and with 
as much openness as was coupatible with prud ence, 
where justice was administered on the great, broad 
principle that he who paid highest was sure of the 
verdict and the motto of which was that of Petit Jean 
+ On wentre pas ii sans graisser le marteau.’ And 
among the merchant-Cousuls, on the other hand, we 
have known men of good birth, education and more 
than average intelligence and judgment, men in no 
tense inferior to the best specimens of the Consular 
service of our own or any other country, and who 
would have acomed to take advautago of their oficial 
position to the detriment of their fellow countrymen 
or fellow merchants, It is against the system that we 
protest. And it is evidont that the Japanese Govern- 
ment is not without such experience of it as .induces 
“then to take the same views. 

Some of the phases presented by the merchant-Con- 
sul system are such as can hardly he referred to. with- 
outasmile. There are gentlemen sometimes loaded 
with the accumulated honours of several separate na- 
tionalities, who recall Mrs. Malaprop’s description of, 
Cerberus—' Three gentlemen at once.’ Their position 
when their different subjects are pulling in divers, 
directions, must be somewhat ‘digloult to ascertaine 
and would involve some ki problems in mental 
dynamics.

1” with no subjects, who on bis monarch’s birthday 
invites them all to dinner, and feasts—alone. Ile is a 
king without’a people; he liolds a levee and bows to 
himself. As Ingo says: he “does himself homage. 
‘If his forlorn dignity have not crushed all sense of 
humour out of hit, he must be hugely amused, when 
a grave Notification comes to him from the Japanese 
authorities’ which he is requested “to make known 
to all-his subjects.” And, again, we are not without 
experience of the Consul who makes a very small per- 
sonal waut the subject of a complaint or communica- 
tion to the ‘Governor.’ Ifhe wants ’a packhorse to 
carry his baggage on a shooting expedition, be requests 
an interview, and threatens that if the animal is not 
at his door at such a time, he will “ write to his Min- 
ister.” 

, We have since heard that some of these unpaid offi- 
cialscontrive, by some conjuring power inherent in their 
seals, to indemnify themselves for the honorary labours 
the possession of them entails, to get their goods passed 
freo of duty through the Custom Honse; but we utter! 
refuse to believe such tales and hold them as the inven- 
tion of rival countrymen, whose severe sense of truth 
is momentarily deflected by env 

But this is really no jesting matter. We aro anxious 
to draw earnest attention to it. ‘The whole thing is 

posterous, We have vast responsibi i 

our contact with thiscountry, and it is for us to assert 

aud to justify our claim to superior knowledge, to a 

higher ci ion, and to a more severe code ot polit- 

ical ethics, ‘Che wholesome influence which our ro- 
golarly appointed Consals ought to, and doubtless 
would, produce, is to some extent neutralized by its 
ixture with advice which is not always above sus- 
picion ; and this should not be so. It may involve 

some little ingenuity on the part of the Ministers to 

put the question on a proper footing, and at the minor 

Ports it cannot be expected that the trade shall be largo 

enough to support a paid official. In such cases the 

merchant-Consul is a necessary evil, aud must be 
submitted to, as we submit to any other result of the 
transgression in Elen. But ho should be warned, and 
the Japanese authorities instructed, that he is not in 
any way.to make hig privilege of access to the author- 
ities an excuse for urging his private interests, and it 
might be well that the local government should tran- 

emit to the Japanese Minister for Foreiga Affairs a 

condensed notice of every communication made to it by 

every Consul. 

In conclusion, -we must guard ourselves against.one 

more possible ‘misinterpretation. We entirely, re- 
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hore in any of that Inrking contempt of trate whice 
haga tendency to cling to official classes, ant clink 
to them nowhere ao tenaciously and ignorantly as in 
Japan. Nothing of the sort inspires oar views. All 
we desire is that the official relations between ourselves 
and the Japanese should be placed on a footing calcal- 
ated to inspire contidonce and respect on both sides, 
land with this desire we earnestly hop> that the 
Foreign Ministers may bestow their attention on the 
question now 8 happilyraised.

LIFE IN BENGAL A CENTURY AGO.

nod or cast an eye towards the solicitors of his favor 
and protection. In about half an hour after undoing 
and taking off bis long drawers, a clean shirt, breeches, 
stockings. and slippers, are put upon his body, thighs 
and feet, without any greater exertion on his own, 
than if he was a statue. The barbar onters, 
him, cut his nails, and cleans his ears. ‘The 
chillumjee and ewer are brought by a servant, whose 
duty it is who pours water upou his hands, to wash 
his hands, face, and presents a towel, The superiur 
then walks in'state to his breakfasting parlour in his 
waistcoat; is seated: the consumah makes and pours 
out his tea, and presents him with a plate of bread or 
toast, ‘The hair-dresser comes behind, and begins his 
operations, while the houceabadar softly slips the up- 
er end of thesnake or tube of the houcca * into his 
and, While the hair dresser is doing bis duty, the 
ntlewen is eating, sippingand smoking by turas, 
3y and by, his bannain presents himself with humble 
salatns, and advances somewhat more forward than the 
other attendants.
